12/07/1944  J.F.  Bell  United  States  & Pioneer  Gold  Coins, 
86pp.,  1073  Lots  This  sale  was  the  beginning  of  Stack’s 
using  fabricated  consignor  names,  which  included  the  1947 
H.R.  Lee  sale  and  the  1951  J.H.  South  sales,  among  others. 
This  important  core  sale  was  billed  as  the  “Sale  of  the 
Century”.  Many  items  apparently  did  not  sell  as  they  were 
channelled  through  Abe  Kosoff’s  1948  Memorable  sale...  75. 

05/15/1945  George  H.  Hall,  132pp.,  2392  Lots  The 

prospectus  for  this  sale  announces  that,  “This  amazing 
catalogue  is  really  the  finest,  biggest,  and  most  desirable 
catalogue  ever  published  in  the  American  numismatic 
field."  This,  of  course,  is  grandiose  over-boasting  when 
compared  to  some  of  the  19th  century  sales  such  as 
McCoy,  Mickley,  Cohen,  and  Parmelee;  not  to  mention  the 
20m  century  offerings.  This  was  due  to  Abe  Kosoff  selling 
F.C.C.  Boyd’s  collection  entitled  “The  World’s  Greatest"  in 
the  same  city  at  the  same  time.  Still  it’s  a decent  catalogue 
to  have  in  your  library 45.

breaking  price  that  astounded  even  Mickley.  This  was 
Strobridge’s  first  sale 115.

This  was  the  most 
extensive  sale  of  its  kind  up  to  that  point.  This  remarkable 
sale  contains  a bit  of  everything  in  numismatics.  There’s 
even  a spurious  1804  American  dollar  offered.

Woodward  relates  that  this  defect  is  easily  remedied. 

Such  is  the  cataloguing  of  Woodward’s  later  career,  which 
lent  itself  to  extensive  numismatic  liberties 20.

162  Lots  (Chipped  and  taped  covers)  A Woodward 
advertising  slip  is  pasted  inside  front  cover  with  bids 
written  on  reverse.  One  of  the  coins  in  the  addenda, 
which  Woodward  catalogued  without  even  seeing,  was 
an  1878  Proof  Dollar  that  sold  for  $1.01:  while  another, 
the  1875  Uncirculated  20-Cent  piece  sold  for  face  value. 

It's  a good  thing  Woodward  had  already  made  his 
money  in  the  coin  business,  as  his  later  sales  from  1879 
to  1890  were  primarily  lacklustre  events  with  many  being 
non-numismatic HWP  15.

(Taped  spine  and  trimmed  front  cover)  Ancients  including 
counterfeits,  a locket  of  hair  from  George  Washington,  and 
Papal  Coins  & Medals  are  among  the  miscellaneous  offerings. 
The  U.S.  portion  includes  bulk  lots  of  John  C.  Schayer's 
Large  Cents  including  a 1799  catalogued  as,  “and  I think 
the  piece  is  genuine,  but  it  is  sold  without  guarantee."  The 
1818  Randall  Hoard  Cents  (29  pcs.)  is  similarly  described  as. 
“strictly  uncirculated  and  in  parts  bright,  nearly  all  are  more  or 
less  discolored  in  spots.”  Another  198-piece  lot  of  Canadian 
tokens  belonging  to  Mr.  Levick  has  a few  location  names  but 
no  attributions 25.

The  Matthews 
dimes  and  half  dimes  are  nearly  complete.  We  find  this 
catalogue  is  a basis  for  the  stories  about  the  Hartford  and 
Rea  Hoard  of  Half  Dimes.  The  1805  Half  Dime  Woodward 
catalogues  thusly,  “I  believe  it  is  the  best  example  known, 
except  Mr.  Randall’s  specimen,  which  I sold  in  his  sale...  this 
is  but  little  inferior  to  that...”  Now  there’s  a catalogue 
description  that’s  as  clear  as  mud.  It’s  a good  thing 
Woodward  didn’t  start  third  party  grading  as  he  was 
blind  in  one  eye HWP  60.

April  1881  American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  Vol.  XV  No.  4,  Whole  No.  92  (Loose  covers)  Uncut  pages.  This  issue  has 
interesting  articles  such  as  The  First  Use  of  the  Word  Cent,  Mules  and  Muling,  and  A Find  of  Half  Dollars  A Large  Portion  of 
Which  are  Uncirculated 25.

Association,  along  with  the  names  of  the  137  visitors.  Again,  verbatim  dialogue  of  all  business  transacted 8. 

January  1907  Numismatist,  Vol.  XX  No.  1 , 32pp.  (2-hole  punched)  One  of  the  more  interesting  passages  in  this  particular 
issue  is  titled,  “Oldest  Coin  Collection  Recorded  in  the  U.S.”.  It  outlines  extracts  from  the  diary  of  Reverend  William  Bentley 
who,  it  would  appear,  was  the  very  first  coin  dealer  in  this  country.  His  main  customer  was  Judge  James  Winthrop.  He  sold 
Judge  Winthrop  Swedish  Plate  Money  on  August  26,  1787.  Later,  on  October  23,  1795,  he  created  the  earliest  catalogue 
of  coins  of  Mr.  Samuel  Curwin's  collection  for  Mr.  Winthrop.  This  catalogue  far  outdistances  the  1828  Watkin's  broadside 
listed  by  Attinelli.  As  numismatic  bibliophiles,  we  should  endeavor  to  locate  a copy  of  this  significant  milestone  publication 25. 

April  1907  Numismatist,  Vol.  XX  No.  4 (2-hole  punched)  This  issue  has  an  advertisement  by  H.T.  VanCamp  describing 

the  first  appearance  of  the  1870-S  $3  gold  piece.  This  was  immediately  sold  to  New  York  collector  William  H.  Woodin 15. 

September  1907  Numismatist,  Vol.  XX  No.  9 (2-Hole  punched)  In  this  issue  we  find  a write-up  about  the  Stickney  sale. 

It’s  interesting  to  note  that  Henry  Chapman,  the  cataloguer,  represented  172  mail  bidders.  The  two  highest  priced  items, 

the  1787  Brasher  Doubloon  and  the  1804  Dollar,  were  purchased  by  “Hercules”.  "Mr.  Chapman  is  mute  as  to  the  identity 

of  Hercules,  but  said  the  sale  of  both  pieces  was  bonafide."  “Hercules"  was  Col.  James  Ellsworth 15. 

May  1908  Numismatist,  Vol.  XX  No.  5 (2-Hole  punched)  An  interesting  article  by  Eugene  Courteau  about  Canadian 

Blacksmith  tokens.  Also  included  is  the  withdrawal  from  circulation  of  every  one  of  the  High  Relief  St.  Gaudens  Double 
Eagles 15. 

December  1908  Numismatist,  Vol.  XXI  No.  12  (2-Hole  punched)  Interesting  articles  talk  about  the  new  Indian  Head  Quarter 
and  Half  Eagles.  Perhaps  the  most  intriguing  article  is  about  a coin  necklace  presented  to  Mrs.  Susan  Anna  Siler  for  her  50th 
wedding  anniversary  in  1876.  The  solid  gold  necklace  is  comprised  of  50  (!)  Proof  $1  Gold  pieces.  The  necklace,  made  by 
Tiffany  and  Company,  is  plated;  but  it  is  doubtful  that  these  were  actual  Proofs  as  there  were  only  45  documented  proofs 
struck  that  year 15. 

June  1910  Numismatist,  Vol.  XXIII  No.  5 (Loose  front  cover)  There  is  an  article  about  Byron  Reed  claiming  to  have  one 

of  four  original  Confederate  Half  Dollars.  Another  announcement  has  W.F.  Dunham  offering  pieces  from  a 1908  Gold  Proof 

Set  to  the  four  persons  proposing  the  largest  number  of  new  members  between  June  1 and  December  31,  1910 15. 

July  1910  Numismatist,  Vol.  XXIII  No.  6 (Loose  covers  and  a few  pages)  The  lead  article  has  to  do  with  Pattern  pieces 
being  seized  by  the  government.  Interesting  background  reading  about  John  Haseltine  and  earlier  Pattern  seizures  in  the  19th 
century.  Not  surprisingly,  there  is  another  descriptive  article  issued  by  the  Mint  titled,  "Amended  Regulations  Concerning 
Medals,  Proof  Coins,  Experimental  Pieces,  Hubs  and  Dies" 25. 

November  1910  Numismatist,  Vol.  XXIII  No.  8 (Loose  covers  with  one  page  attached  to  each)  In  this  issue  we  find  the 

government  case  was  dismissed  and  the  seized  Patterns  were  returned.  There  is  also  a suspension  of  coining  the  $2l/2  gold 
pieces  for  circulation:  "they  will  continue  to  be  struck  to  fill  orders  for  Proof  coins."  Lyman  Low’s  ANA  convention  address  is 
also  reprinted 15.

black  and  white  plates  of  rare  U.S.  coins.  Many  of  these  coming  from  S.H.  & H.  Chapman.  A very  fascinating  and  over-looked 


pedigree  resource 20. 

J.W.  Scott  & Company,  1877  Coin  Collector’s  Journal,  Vol.  II,  188pp.,  Hardbound  (Sun  warped  and  faded  covers,  contents 
fine)  A short  article  has  to  do  with  the  House  of  Representatives  passing  what  was  known  as  Mr.  Bland’s  Silver  Bill.  Also 
contains  reviews  of  coin  sales  and  correspondence 30. 

J.W.  Scott  & Company,  Copper  Coin  Catalogue,  circa  1912, 198pp.,  Hardbound  Contains  a plate  of  monograms  of  Worldwide 

Mint  Masters  and  many  line  drawings  of  copper,  nickel,  and  brass  coinage  along  with  prices  paid 20.
